WHEREAS, the Commission, after careful consideration of 
comments and objections made at said hearing and upon further 
review of the entire proceedings, finds that the following-described 
parcel of real estate lies within a geographic area located within 
the corporate limits of the City of Fort Wayne which is undesirable 
for, or impossible of, normal development and occupancy because of 
a lack of development, cessation of growth, deterioration of 
improvements or character of occupancy, age, obsolescence, substandard 
buildings or other factors which have impaired values or prevent a 
normal development of property or use of property, to-wit:

Tax Abatement - 300 East Washington Blvd. 


Background 

On June 24, 1980, Declaratory Resolution No. 80-06-19 was introduced in City 
Council requesting designation of the property located at 300 East Washington 
Boulevard (Holiday Inn) as an "urban development area" for purposes of tax abate¬ 
ment. The Resolution was referred to the Regulations Committee. In accordance 
with Resolution No. R-80-79, the Declaratory Resolution was then referred to 
the Redevelopment Commission for public hearing and recommendation. 


Action 


The Fort Wayne Redevelopment Commission conducted the public hearing on August 
11, 1980 did adopt the attached Resolution No. 80-57 recommending to the Common 
Council a "Do Pass" to your Declaratory Resolution designating: 

Lots 93, 94, 95, 96, East 1/2 of 129, 130 and 131 and the vacated alley 
adjoining in Sammuel Hanna's 1st Addition to the City of Fort Wayne, 
Indiana, located and commonly known as: 


300 East Washington Boulevard 
Fort Wayne, Indiana 46802 


as an "urban development area" for purposes of I.C. 6-1.1-12.1, as enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of Indiana. 


Rationale 


The Redevelopment Commission staff reviewed the aforementioned Application and 
found that: 

The owners are currently completing the renovations of the old Sheraton Hotel 
which has remained vacant since a fire five years ago. The project will cost 
in excess of $5,000,000 and when completed will employ 150 persons in the 228 
rooom facility. 

It was the opinion of the Commission that the property at 300 East Washington 
Boulevard qualifies as an "urban development area" in view of the fact that the 
proposal meets many of the objectives of the Redevelopment Commission, as stated 
in Resolution No. 78-5 authorizing implementation of procedures with regard to 
Public Law No. 69, as amended. The objectives, which are addressed by the 
Central-Walter-Sunbelt Partnerships Proposal, are as follows: 

(a) effective utilization of vacant or under-utilized land; 


(b) downtown conservation and stabilization; 
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(c) improvement in the physical appearance of the City; 

(d) rehabilitation of an obsolete or deteriorated structure; and 

(e) increase in employment 

Additional positive weight should be given to this proposal since: 

1. The property is within the area previously determined by the 
Commission in the Downtown First State Development Studies as 
being under-utilized.
